EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In regard to claim 30, --the first control unit- in line five of the claim has been 
deleted and replaced with "a first control unit"; 

In regard to claim 30, -conversation-- in line seven of the claim has been deleted 
and replaced with "conversion"; 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Ralph G. Fischer on June 1 , 2009 at 1 :39pm in order to correct minor 
informalities in the claim language. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7-20 and 26-31 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the most relevant 
reference Barkan (US 2001/0039197) discloses a method for operating a 
communication terminal ("Cellular Phone" See paragraph 108) for packet-oriented data 
transmission ("Voice Communication may be conducted in a voice over IP method using 
a known technology. Basically, the voice is digitized, sometimes compressed, and cut 
into packets of data." See paragraph 46), providing status information for a 
communication terminal ("The cellular center 3 can issue a certificate (an operating 
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license) or another digital document, to the effect that 'this phone/base station is part of 
my network and is in working order' to all the devices connected thereto." See 
paragraph 127), the status information comprising a digital signature calculated from the 
status information of the communication terminal by a private key of the first control unit 
("Cellular Center" See fig. 1 ref. no. 3) such that the digital signature is asymmetrically 
encoded (The examiner respectfully points out that Barkan discloses signing packets 
with originator's private key to ensure authentication. See paragraph 109. The 
examiner now points out that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary in the art to 
sign the digital document containing status information with the cellular center's private 
key to ensure authentication.), the first control unit being associated with the 
communication terminal for the resolution or conversion of network addresses ("One of 
the main tasks of the cellular center is to give the function: when given a 'cellular phone 
number', it is able to return the IP address of a base station, that has radio contact with 
it." See paragraph 105), storing the status information in a memory unit associated with 
the communication terminal (The examiner respectfully points out that the cellular 
phone inherently stores the digital document containing the status information. See 
paragraph 129). 

Barkan does not disclose transmitting a request to associate the communication 
terminal with at least one second control unit if the first control unit is determined to 
have failed to properly update the status information of the communication terminal, the 
request comprising the status information and the digital signature, checking the digital 
signature with the at least one second control unit, and associating the communication 
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terminal with the at least one second control unit if the checking of the digital signature 
results in a positive check result. Barkan instead discloses that when the status 
information stored in the cellular phone has failed to properly update, this is because the 
cellular phone has been badly behaving and should be disconnected (See Barkan 
paragraph 127-130).
